WASHINGTON — While most of the federal gov- 
ernment was shut down by a snowstorm last week, 
there was one person in particular Secretary of 
State Hillary Rodham Clinton called in through the 
cold: Japanese Ambassador Ichiro Fujisaki. 

Once he arrived, Clinton told him in blunt, if dip- 
lomatic, terms that the United States remains ada- 
mant about moving a Marine base from one part of 
Okinawa to another. That she felt compelled to call 
the unusual meeting highlights what some U.S. and 
Asian officials say is an alarming turn in relations 
with Japan since Prime Minister Yukio Hatoyama’s 
electoral victory in August. 

Hatoyama had campaigned on promises he would 
be more assertive than previous Japanese leaders in 
dealings with the United States. He and his coalition 
partners opposed parts of a $26 billion agreement 
between the two nations to move the base and to 
transfer 8,000 Marines from Okinawa to Guam. 

The United States has seen the moves as central 





to assuring Japan’s defense and 
countering the rise of China. 
But Hatoyama and his allies 
saw the agreement as the Unit- 
ed States dictating terms, and 
»| wanted the base removed. 

Increasingly, U.S. officials 
view Hatoyama as a mercurial 
leader. In interviews, the of- 
ficials said he has twice urged 
7 President Barack Obama to 

Hatoyama trust him on the base issue and 
promised to resolve it before 
year’s end. 

On Dec. 17, Hatoyama told Clinton in conversation 
at a dinner concluding the United Nations climate- 
change summit that he would not make a decision 
about the base by the end of the year. 

After the dinner, Hatoyama told Japanese report- 
ers that he had obtained Clinton’s “full understand- 
ing” about Tokyo’s need to delay. But that apparently 
was not the case.

That initiative is part of a larger military 
effort, led by the Marines and the Army, to 
address the medical, educational and emo- 
tional challenges faced by special-needs 
families. 

“The Marine Corps is really standing 
behind our military families and saying, 
‘We will take care of you and help you 
through this process,’ ” Driscoll said. With 
the U.S. military in the room, she said, the 
Poway school district seemed more will- 
ing to negotiate. Without setting foot in a 
courtroom, Paul was assigned a full-time 
aide. 

The Defense Department says that about 
220,000 active-duty and Reserve service- 
members have dependents with special 
needs, but only 90,000 are enrolled in the 
military’s main program to serve them. 
For the past two decades, the program has 
ensured that families are transferred only 
to bases that have doctors available to ad- 
dress their needs. That has prompted con- 
cern among servicemembers that it will 
interfere with promotions and has caused 
the program to be underutilized. 

But in 2007, the Army began offering as 
much as 40 hours a month of free respite 
care for soldiers who have dependents 
with disabilities. The Marine Corps fol- 
lowed suit in 2008 and then went further, 
creating about 60 new positions at instal- 
lations across the country to help Marines 
and their families make the transition from 
place to place more smoothly. 

Each Marine Corps family is assigned 
a caseworker who helps them understand 
states’ differing disability regulations and 
navigate the bewildering process of ac- 
cessing special-education services. Three 
staff attorneys have been designated to 
help parents with legal issues related to 
disabilities, including pressing school dis- 
tricts for those services. 

“They needed to do something so that 
servicemembers could deploy without 
worrying,” said Joyce Raezer, executive 
director of the National Military Family 
Association based in suburban Alexandria, 
Va. 

Negotiating with school districts over 
special-education services is particularly 
difficult, families said. Federal law guar- 
antees a free, appropriate public education 
for students with disabilities, but what that 
means is a matter of interpretation and 
varies widely. When parents want some- 
thing other than what the district offers, 
there’s little recourse without going to 
court — a lengthy and expensive proposi- 
tion for a family that likely will move again 
in fewer than three years. 

“Special education, the way it’s set up 
right now, it’s very hard for parents to 
hold school systems accountable,” said 
Air Force spouse Jeremy Hilton, who has 
moved five times with Kate, his 7-year-old 
daughter with special medical and educa- 
tional needs. 

Driscoll said that in her case, the Poway 
school system agreed to devise a behav- 
ior plan and have a psychiatrist at Paul’s 
school, but it offered only the 10 hours per 
week of direct service. 

“T said, ‘No, wait a minute. A piece of 
paper stuck in a file is not a replacement 
for direct services,’ ” she said. 

The Marine Corps’ expanded measures 
are encouraging servicemen and women 
to ask for help addressing dependents’ dis- 
abilities rather than hiding them, officials 
said. Enrollment in the Marines’ program 
for special-needs families, which is re- 
quired to access the new services, is up 40 
percent since 2007. 

“We are in the midst of a transforma- 
tion,” said Rhondavena Laporte, who leads 
the Marine Corps’ efforts to serve special- 
needs families. 

The Army is developing a pilot program 
to deliver similar individualized sup-

port. It will start at five bases in the next 
six months, said Sharon Fields, who is in 
charge of the program. 

The 2010 Defense Authorization Act, 
which President Barack Obama signed in 
October, calls for a new Defense Depart- 
ment office of support for families with 
special needs. 

It will ensure consistency among the 
military’s branches, according to the legis- 
lation, and monitor whether military fami- 
lies have fair access to state and federal 
programs. 

“Everything for me ties into readiness,” 
Fields said. “If we can provide that cush- 
ion of support for the family, the soldier is 
mission-ready to do his job or her job.” 

The changes are partly the result of lob- 
bying by military families who point to 
the experiences of spouses such as Kyla 
Doyle. 

Doyle fought a yearslong legal battle 
with a California school district to keep her 


autistic daughter, Kate, out of a classroom 
for severely disabled children, where she 
would have been one of the only children 
able to speak. 

Legal fees and the cost of Kate’s therapy 
forced Doyle to move with her children 
into her parents’ home. In the midst of it 
all, Doyle’s husband, a master sergeant in 
the Marine Corps, was shot by a sniper in 
Afghanistan. 

He recovered and deployed for a fifth 
overseas tour this summer. Doyle eventu- 
ally won her battle with the school district, 
but managing alone was overwhelming, 
she said. 

“Tt relieves so much stress to know that 
someone hears you and understands you 
and is willing to stand up for your child,” 
Doyle said. 

In other branches of the military, parents 
still shoulder that burden alone. When Air 
Force Lt. Col. Elizabeth Schuchs-Gopaul 
transferred from Alabama’s Maxwell Air

Force Base to the Pentagon this summer, 
she was surprised to discover that speech 
therapy for her son, which had been free 
in Alabama, cost $100 an hour in Virginia. 
Federal law gives states wide latitude in 
determining eligibility for, and the cost of, 
disability services. 

“IT was in a panic,” said Schuchs-Go- 
paul, whose 2-year-old son, Evan, spent 
the first half of his life unable to hear and 
is just now learning to speak. She haggled 
with the military’s health insurance for 
months before receiving payment. Now 
Evan needs occupational therapy, and she 
is again arguing for coverage. 

The Air Force has launched an effort 
to bolster its services, said Maj. Richelle 
Dowdell, a spokeswoman. For Schuchs- 
Gopaul, whose son said “Mama” for the 
first time six weeks ago, at age 212, that’s 
welcome news. 

“T don’t expect them to take my hand 
and do this for me,” she said. “But I would 
like some help.”

Yokosuka's Filipinos give 





a bit more this holiday

YOKOSUKA NAVAL BASE, Japan — Most of 
the international news cameras have long since 
departed the areas of the Philippines devastated by 
tropical storms, but the aid effort hasn’t yet ended. 

Three months after Tropical Storm Ketsana 
and Typhoon Parma caused $4.4 billion in dam- 
age, more than a million Filipinos still live in 
flooded areas and thousands 
still live in evacuation centers, 
according to figures from the 
Philippine government and 
the Australian Embassy in 
Manila. 

This month, Australia 
announced it would provide 
$7 million to rebuild schools, 
improve health services and 
provide food. The U.S. also 
announced it would give an 
additional $10 million in food 
aid to the Philippines, bring- 
ing the U.S. aid total to $30 million. 

However, smaller-scale giving has also been key 
to the nation’s recovery. 

Remittances from family members, like the 
many Filipinos and Filipino-Americans working 
at Yokosuka Naval Base, equal 10 percent of the 
nation’s gross domestic product, according to the 
World Bank. Just outside the base’s Womble Gate, 
Mikasa Church held a Christmas Eve raffle for 
victims of the storms. 

The cause represents a personal tragedy for 
church members like Grace Ito, who works at the 
base furniture store and helped sell the raffle 
tickets. 

Ito, who married a Japanese man and has lived in 
Japan since 1987, is one of 13 children in a family 
from the Santa Lucia area, north of Manila. 

She called her family the Sunday that Ketsana 
struck and listened to them as they described 
the rising floods surging through the streets. Ito 
reached all but one sister. 

“She had a missing phone, and that’s when we 
knew they were lost,” Ito said. “The house was 
swept away.” 

Ito’s sister and seven nephews died in the storm.

Despite the tragedy, Ito said, her family and 
the people in the area have rebuilt some sense of 
normalcy. 

She also knows that the aid she has given them, 
not to mention the holiday gifts, were greatly 
appreciated. 

“We have a chance to work here, so we help a 
little bit to support them,” Ito said. 

The extent of Ito’s tragedy may not be common, 
but it’s hard to walk far around the base, popu- 
lation 25,000, without finding 
someone who at least knows of 
another family affected by the 
storms. 

Ties between the Philippines 
and the U.S. Navy go back 
at least to the dawn of the 
20th century. Following World 
War II, a military base agree- 
ment between the U.S. and the 
Philippines formalized enlist- 
ment protocols, and beginning 
in the 1950s, thousands of 
Filipinos enlisted annually for 
the prized jobs, according to a 1985 study of Filipino 
migration to America. 

Today, the Philippine influence remains. Of the 
roughly 5,500 sailors aboard the Yokosuka-based 
aircraft carrier USS George Washington, about 
seven percent are Filipino-Americans, ship officials 
said in August following a visit to Manila. 

People of Filipino descent work throughout the 
base. Even more stationed at Yokosuka have Filipino 
relatives through marriage, like Petty Officer 1st 
Class Byron Williams. 

Williams’ wife, Maria, said her brother’s business 
was wiped out by flooding in Villasis, Pangasinan 
province. Family members living elsewhere are 
helping him get back on his feet, she said. 

Giving something to family members in the 
Philippines during the holiday season may be the 
norm, but base residents here said the storms give 
them a reason to give just a little bit more this 
year. 

“A lot of people here are sending money down 
there over Christmas, so at least they can enjoy 
something,” Byron Williams said.

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M-ATV heralded 


as improvement 
in Afghanistan

BAGRAM, Afghanistan — The 
U.S. military’s new all-terrain ve- 
hicle doesn’t look all that different 
from its lumbering predeces- 
sor. It’s painted desert sand and 
reaching the cabin still means 
climbing a couple of steps. 

On Afghanistan’s rough dirt 
roads, however, the new $500,000 
to $1 million Mine Resistant 
Ambush Protected All Terrain 
Vehicle is a major improvement 
over the massive Mine Resistant 
Ambush Protected vehicle it’s 
replacing, soldiers said. The M- 
ATV is tailored to Afghanistan, at 
least parts of it, and the Pentagon 
is sending about 5,000 of them to 
the battlefield. 

For soldiers who had grown 
accustomed to bruising trips 
through rural Afghanistan, their 
first M-ATVs were an early 
Christmas present. Seemingly 
without effort, the vehicles climb 
mountains at angles that ap- 
proach 45 degrees, and they glide 
across the country’s rocky roads. 

Chief Warrant Officer 3 Thom- 
as Shedd, a Georgia National 
Guardsman from Macon, in cal- 
culating the $400,000 life insur- 
ance policy the Army provides 
for all of its deploying soldiers, 
rationalized the cost of the M- 
ATV this way: “If four soldiers 
walk out of that vehicle, you just 
bought two” M-ATVs. 

In the cities, the M-ATV’s light- 
er frame can make sharp turns 
and maneuver through Afghani- 
stan’s lawless traffic much better 
than the hulking MRAP can. 

Introduced in 2007, the MRAP 
was the Army’s answer to the 
Iraqi insurgency’s deadliest 
weapon, the improvised explo- 
sive device. What worked in Iraq 
hasn’t worked as well in Afghani- 
stan, however. 

Iraq has a network of smooth 
roads on flat terrain. In Afghani- 
stan, most roads are paths of 
rocks and dirt, and the MRAP 
is ill-suited for navigating its 
mountainous environments. The

rationalizing the $500,000 to 
$1 million price tag of the M-ATV 


MRAP’s 36,000 pounds — more 
than 10,000 pounds heavier than 
the M-ATV — have given drivers 
headaches as they figure out how 
to maneuver around tight corners 
and up large hills. 

Worse, McClatchy Newspapers 
reported last month that Afghan 
insurgents had found vulnerabili- 
ties in the MRAP, attacking con- 
voys with explosive charges that 
punched projectiles through the 
vehicle’s hull. IEDs have caused 
more than 60 percent of the coali- 
tion fatalities from hostilities in 
Afghanistan so far this year. 

The military says the new M- 
ATV’s lower weight won’t mean 
less protection. Like the MRAP, 
the M-ATV’s hull is V-shaped 
to deflect explosions from the 
vehicle’s crew, but the military 
is withholding further details 
of the M-ATV’s_ counter-IED 
capabilities. 

Moreover, it’s not safe to as- 
sume that insurgents who have 
devised ways to destroy the 
heavier MRAP won’t in time also 
figure out how to disable or de- 
stroy the smaller M-ATV. 

The excitement among the 
Georgia National Guardsmen 
about their new vehicles, which 
were lined up at Bagram Air 
Field when the guardsmen ar- 
rived Dec. 20 in a convoy, prob- 
ably was born out of frustration 
with the MRAP. 

“Most military vehicles are 
designed for someone 5 feet 6 
inches, 5 feet 7 inches,” said Sgt. 
Rodriguez Kegler of Albany, 
Ga. “This is the first vehicle for 
someone 6 foot like me.”

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NATO, Karzai spar over death claims 


Alliance says victims were insurgents; president is angered by casualties

KABUL — Afghan government and foreign 
military officials sparred Tuesday over re- 
ports that 10 civilians died during a military 
operation — claims that further inflamed 
public sentiment against the international 
military presence as thousands more troops 
prepare to deploy. 

Also Tuesday, NATO 
said a U.S. servicemem- 
ber died in a shooting in 
western Afghanistan. 

Afghan President 
Hamid Karzai said he 
was angered over the 
deaths of innocent ci- 
vilians on Sunday in a 
village in the Narang 
district of Kunar prov- 
ince that he said includ- 
ed eight young students. 

A NATO official said initial reports from 
troops involved in the fighting said the vic- 
tims were insurgents. 

Civilian deaths are one of the most sensi- 
tive issues for foreign troops in Afghanistan. 
Earlier this year, Gen. Stanley McChrys- 
tal, the commanding officer in Afghanistan, 
gave his forces a new set of orders aimed at 
minimizing civilian casualties, though he ac- 
knowledged that doing so “entails risk to our 
troops.” But alienating the Afghan population

BAGHDAD — Gunmen killed 
five Sunni security guards — in- 
cluding one by beheading — in 
a gruesome pre-dawn slaying 
Tuesday at a village checkpoint 
in central Iraq, officials said. 

The five victims were mem- 
bers of the “Sons of Iraq,” or 
Awakening Councils — a Sunni- 
dominated security force now on 
the government payroll that has 
been targeted in revenge attacks 
after helping turn the tide against 
al-Qaida. 

Authorities were alerted to 
the checkpoint in the village of 
Tal Massoud shortly after the 2 
a.m. shooting, said one police of- 
ficial who spoke on the condition 
of anonymity because he was not 
authorized to discuss the attack 
with the media. The village is 
about 30 miles north of Baghdad. 

The police official described a 
scene of bullet-riddled bodies lit- 
tered across the checkpoint. One 
of the bodies, he said, had been 
beheaded.

before tiring of the violence and 


is a far greater risk, he said. 

Shoring up Afghan support is especially im- 
portant now, as some 37,000 U.S. and NATO 
troops will begin deploying to the country in 
the coming months. 

The reported incident in Kunar is the most 
serious allegation of accidental killings of 
civilians by Western forces since early De- 
cember, when Afghan officials said 12 civil- 
ians were killed in an airstrike in neighboring 
Laghman province. 

In an illustration of anti-Western senti- 
ments in the country, an independent youth 
group planned a demonstration Wednesday in 
Kabul “against killing of civilians, especially 
the recent killing of students in Kunar by for- 
eign forces.” 

A NATO official said that Sunday’s mission 
in Kunar was a joint, ground operation involv- 
ing U.S. and Afghan forces and no aircraft 
was used. The official sought anonymity so as 
not to interfere with coalition’s involvement in 
the Afghan-led investigation of the incident. 

The planned mission was against an insur- 
gent network tracked for some time that was 
believed responsible for homemade explosive 
attacks on Afghan and international forces, 
the official said. 

Based on weapons and improvised explo- 
sive device components found at the scene, 
the troops involved in the mission confirmed 
the deaths of nine insurgents, who were all 
young males, he added. 

Gen. Zaman Mamoazai, the local border po- 
lice commander, also said Tuesday that those

killed were insurgents. 

He told The Associated Press by telephone 
that he had received photos from the forces 
involved in the fighting that show the young 
victims were armed militants planning at- 
tacks against international troops. 

“T don’t see civilians in the photos,” he said. 
“The coalition said our target was insurgents 
who were planning to sabotage the security 
of the area. This operation looks like a suc- 
cessful operation. It seems like the men, ages 
between 25 and 30, were meeting in a room 
when they were struck.” 

However, Mohammed Hussain, head of ad- 
ministration of the Chawkay district in Kunar 
province, said he was in the village when the 
fighting took place, and all the victims were 
civilians. He said seven of the dead were from 
the same family. 

Hussain said coalition forces first surround- 
ed the village in the early morning hours on 
Sunday before they attacked the house in 
which “only innocent civilians lived.” 

“It is clear there was no insurgency and 
that they were students who were not car- 
rying weapons,” he told the AP. “One of the 
victims was a 17-year-old who was killed to- 
gether with his three brothers.” 

NATO offered no additional details on the 
U.S. servicemember killed Tuesday, but Af- 
ghan Gen. Jalander Shah Bahnam said the 
American was killed and two Italian soldiers 
were injured when an Afghan soldier opened 
fire on a base in the Bala Murghab district of 
Badghis province.

The leader of the village Awak- 
ening Council, Awad Sami al- 
Halbosi, said he also inspected 
the bodies after the checkpoint 
shooting. 

“The families of the victims 
were called and asked to take 
their sons for burial, which was 
done,” al-Halbosi told The Asso- 
ciated Press. 

The victims were part of the 
Sunni tribe of Khazraj. They are 
the latest example of attacks on 
“Sahwa,” the Arabic word for 
“Awakening.” Some of the force 
fought U.S. troops as insurgents, 


turning on their former allies, the 
militant group al-Qaida in Iraq. 

The councils have been widely 
credited with stabilizing Iraq 
after joining up with U.S. and 
Iraqi forces in the anti-al-Qaida 
drive about three years ago. But 
they have been hit by a steady 
barrage of revenge attacks since 
then. 

Some also have complained 
of delayed or missed paychecks 
after the U.S. military stopped 
bankrolling the Sahwa last year 
and turned over the accounts 
to Iraq’s Shiite-led government.

Freedom 
of speech 


is tested 
in Kabul

KABUL — Everyone around 
the Afghan capital seems to rec- 
ognize his voice, but almost no 
one knows his face. 

His crass impersonation of Af- 
ghan President Hamid Karzai 
draws both gasps and chuckles as 
it bounces from cell phone to cell 
phone around the capital. 

In the weeks since Karzai se- 
cured his hold on a second term 
after a dubious election, this 
anonymous Karzai impersonator 
has become the newest voice of 
underground political dissent to 
test the limits of free speech in 
Afghanistan. 

The satire isn’t sophisticated. 

For 150 seconds, ‘Karzai’ hurls 
some startling insults — espe- 
cially for a conservative Muslim 
country — at political challenger 
Ashraf Ghani. 

The audio clip has boomer- 
anged around Kabul. 

Inside the presidential palace, 
it’s caught the ears of Karzai 
aides, who privately scolded the 
would-be comedian for pushing 
the boundaries of the country’s 
shaky free speech protections. 

“President Karzai doesn’t care 
if they make dramas, comedies 
or cartoons about him,” said one 
presidential aide, who agreed to 
speak anonymously. 

“But freedom of speech should 
have its limits,” the aide said. “I 
don’t think cursing one’s wife 
— or insulting someone’s per- 
sonality — should have a place in 
freedom of speech.” 

When the Karzai clip started 
making the rounds, some people 
assumed that it was the latest 
work of Zabihullah, a scrawny 23- 
year-old who’s well known for his 
impersonations of Karzai. 

Zabihullah agreed to meet to 
discuss the latest impersonation, 
but then the jittery comedian de- 
nied that it was his creation. 

“T heard it was a guy at Kabul 
University who is keeping out of 
sight,” Zabihullah said, sitting in 
a cramped movie production of- 
fice in Kabul where he’d just fin- 
ished recording his latest Karzai 
impersonation: a 45-second riff 
on rooting out corruption.

WASHINGTON — Two federal 
agencies charged with keeping 
potential terrorists off airplanes 
and out of the country have been 
without their top leaders for near- 
ly a year. 

It took the Obama adminis- 
tration more than eight months 
to nominate anyone to lead the 
Transportation Security Admin- 
istration and the Customs and 
Border Protection agency. 

President Barack Obama has 
ordered a review of U.S. secu- 
rity policies following the failed 
Christmas Day attack on a De- 
troit-bound flight from Amster- 
dam. He vowed Monday to “do 
everything that we can to keep 
America safe.” 

The acting heads of the TSA 
and CBP — both agencies created 
in response to the Sept. 11, 2001, 
terrorist attacks — will be at the 
forefront of those efforts. 

Bogged down with health care 
reform, the Senate has yet to set 
a date to hold hearings for the 
Customs position. And Sen. Jim 
DeMint, R-S.C., has placed a hold 
on the president’s choice to head 
the TSA over the senator’s con- 
cern that the new leader would let 
TSA screeners join a labor union. 
That has some Democrats blam- 
ing politics for the vacancy. 

“The president is looking for 
answers on this,’ Denis Mc- 
Donough, chief of staff of the 
National Security Council told re- 
porters Monday in Hawaii, where 
Obama is vacationing. 

Acting TSA Administrator 
Gale Rossides is “very able” and 
“we have a very able team of ca- 
reer professionals at TSA,” Mc- 


Donough said. 
Some Republicans were 
critical. 


“Running a security agency 
with a revolving door is a recipe 
for failure,” said Rep. John Mica, 
R-Fla. 

McDonough said officials have 
begun to assemble information 
related to watch list procedures 
and no one has been named to 
oversee the watch list review.

WASHINGTON — The 23- 
year-old Nigerian man accused 
of the attempted Christmas Day 
bombing of an American air- 
liner apparently turned to the 
Internet for counseling and com- 
panionship, writing in an online 
forum that he was “lonely” and 
had “never found a true Muslim 
friend.” 

“TI have no one to speak too 
(sic),’ read a posting from Janu- 
ary 2005, when Umar Farouk 
Abdulmutallab was _ attending 
boarding school. “No one to con- 
sult, no one to support me and I 


feel depressed and lonely. I do not 
know what to do. And then I think 
this loneliness leads me to other 
problems.” 

The Washington Post reviewed 
300 online postings under the 
name “farouk1986” (a combina- 
tion of Abdulmutallab’s middle 
name and birth year). The post- 
ings mused openly about love and 
marriage, his college ambitions 
and angst over standardized test- 
ing, as well as his inner struggle 
as a devout Muslim between lib- 
eralism and extremism. 

In often-intimate writings, 
posted between 2005 and 2007, 
he sought friends online, through 
Facebook and in Islamic chat 
rooms: “My name is Umar but 


you can call me Farouk.” He 
often invited readers to “have 
your say” and once wrote, “may 
Allah reward you for reading and 
reward you more for helping.” 

A U.S. government official said 
late Tuesday that federal intel- 
ligence officials were reviewing 
the online postings but had not 
independently confirmed their 
authenticity. 

Many of the biographical de- 
tails in the writings, however, 
match up with facts already 
known about Abdulmutallab. 

Farouk1986 wrote of being 
born in 1986 and having attended 
an elite British boarding school 
in Togo, where many of his class- 
mates were British expatriates 


and students from around West 
Africa. 

The postings also reference 
visits to London, the United States 
and other countries, including 
Egypt and Yemen. Department 
of Homeland Security officials 
said Tuesday that Abdulmutal- 
lab traveled to the United States 
in July 2004 to Washington D.C., 
and in August 2008 to Houston. 

Farouk1986 wrote about con- 
sidering applications to U.S. 
and British universities, includ- 
ing University College London, 
where officials said Abdulmutal- 
lab enrolled in a mechanical en- 
gineering course from September 
2005 to June 2008. He also wrote 
about his family’s wealth; Abdul- 


mutallab’s father, Alhaji Umaru 
Mutallab, a frequent visitor to the 
United States, retired earlier this 
year as chairman of First Bank of 
Nigeria. 

All of the postings are on the 
Islamic Forum Web site (www. 
gawaher.com), which uses a com- 
mercially available chat-forum 
software called IP.Board that au- 
tomatically assigns dates to users’ 
posts as they are created. Many of 
Farouk1986’s postings drew com- 
ments from other forum members 
on the day they were written. 

Taken together, the writings 
demonstrate an acute awareness 
of Western customs and a world- 
liness befitting Abdulmutallab’s 
privileged upbringing.

KAISERSLAUTERN, Germa- 
ny — Airports and airlines in Eu- 
rope have taken steps — in some 
cases, drastic measures — to beef 
up security following last week’s 
thwarted bombing attempt of a 
Northwest Airlines flight from 
Amsterdam, Netherlands, to 
Detroit. 

Travelers heading to the U.S. 
are now asked to check in even 
earlier before their flights, and 
can expect to have every piece of 
carry-on luggage searched. 

“We have a 100 percent [carry- 
on] baggage check [policy],” said 
Frankfurt International Airport 
spokeswoman Alisa Cevir. 

Officials at London’s Heathrow 
Airport and Venice’s Marco Polo 
International Airport also con- 
firmed that all carry-on baggage 
is being searched. 

Most passengers traveling for 
the holidays took things in stride. 

“It’s Christmas as well, so 
you'd expect some delays,” Mary 
Lecarpentier, 45, who was fly- 
ing from London to New York for 
New Year’s celebrations, told The 
Associated Press. “I’ve only just 
joined this line and it’s fine. I’m 
nearly there.” 

Passengers at some European 
airports were being subjected to 
multiple security checks. Munich 
Airport in Bavaria, for example, 
has installed a second security 
checkpoint for travelers headed 
to the U.S. 

“Tt allows us to intensify pas- 
senger as well as luggage con- 
trol,’ said Martin Schelter, a 
spokesman for the Upper Bavar- 
ian government. 

And while Schelter said the in- 
creased security has not resulted 
in delays in Munich, officials at 
Heathrow are reporting 45-min- 
ute delays on flights to the U.S. 
from London. 

“We are advising passengers 
to check in early for U.S. flights,” 
a BAA airport company spokes- 
woman at Heathrow said. “They 
should check with their airline. 
We are assisting [with security],

and the procedures we have in 
place are robust.” 

As a result of the heightened 
security, travelers heading to the 
U.S. are being told to arrive three 
hours before their flight time. 

Measures introduced at air- 
ports in Asia led to only minor 
delays, AP reported. At Incheon 
airport, South Korea’s main gate- 
way, passengers and baggage 
were checked repeatedly in the 
customs, immigration and quar- 
antine areas at the request of U.S. 
authorities. 

The Associated Press reported 
security measures also are leav- 
ing travelers somewhat confused. 

Officials have given scarce 
details about the restrictions in- 
troduced over the weekend, say- 
ing they do not want terrorists 
to know about potential security 
measures. Many travelers said 
that, once on board their flights, 
they were banned from opening 
overhead bins or visiting the toi- 
lets during the last hour of flight. 
Some passengers said they were 
asked to remove blankets from 
their knees, the AP reported. 

Airlines have some discretion 
on whether passengers have to 
keep their hands visible and can 
use the restroom during certain 
parts of the flight. Some airlines 
are even frisking babies, AP 
reported. 

While European airport of- 
ficials have increased security 
measures, none has announced 
the use of full-body scanners, 
which some believe would have 
prevented the alleged bomber, 
Umar Farouk Abdulmutallab, 23, 
from getting past security. 

The British Broadcasting Corp. 
is reporting that Dutch airport 
authorities want the EU to make 
passenger scanners mandatory. 
Amsterdam’s Schiphol Airport 
has 17 of the microwave-security 
scanners, but their use is volun- 
tary because of privacy concerns, 
according to the BBC.

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Privacy concerns hinder scans

WASHINGTON — High-tech 
security scanners that might have 
prevented the Christmas Day at- 
tempt to blow up a jetliner have 
been installed in only a small 
number of airports worldwide, 
in large part because of privacy 
concerns over the way the ma- 
chines see through clothing. 

The body-scanning technol- 
ogy is in at least 19 U.S. airports, 
while European officials have

Iran accused the U.S. and Brit- 
ain of fomenting the violence, 
threatening to “slap” Britain as 
it summoned the British ambas- 
sador to an urgent meeting. 

The son of leading opposition 
figure Mahdi Karroubi told The 
Associated Press by telephone 
that guards assigned to his fa- 
ther by Iranian police stopped on 
Monday providing security for 
him when he goes out, apparently 
under police orders. Police have 
for years provided leading oppo- 
sition figures with security. 

Taghi Karroubi said the mea- 
sure means his father cannot go 
outside safely, calling it a “quasi- 
house arrest.” If Karroubi does 
go out unprotected he risks attack 
by hard-line government sup- 
porters. His car was attacked on

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Schools search for constitutional tools in the age of digital harassment

LOS ANGELES — One morning in May, 
2008, an eighth-grader walked into Jan- 
ice Hart’s office at a Beverly Hills middle 
school crying. 

She was upset and humiliated and 
couldn’t possibly go to class, the girl told 
the counselor. The night before, a class- 
mate had posted a video on YouTube with 
a group of other eighth graders bad-mouth- 
ing her, calling her “spoiled,” a “brat” anda 
“slut.” Text and instant messages had been 
flying since. Half the class must have seen 
it by now, the girl told Hart. 

Hart took the problem to the school’s 
vice principal and principal, who took it 
to a district administrator, who asked the 
district’s lawyers what they could do about 
it. In the end, citing “cyberbullying” con- 
cerns, school officials suspended the girl 
who posted the video for two days. That stu- 
dent took the case to federal court, saying 
her free speech rights were violated. 

Last month, a U.S. District judge in Los 
Angeles sided with the poster, saying the 
school went too far. Amid rising concerns 
over cyberbullying, and even calls for 
criminalization, some courts, parents and 
free speech advocates are pushing back 
— students, they say, have a First Amend- 
ment right to be nasty in cyberspace. 

“To allow the school to cast this wide a 
net and suspend a student simply because 
another student takes offense to their 
speech, without any evidence that such 
speech caused a substantial disruption of 
the school’s activities, runs afoul [of the 
law],” judge Stephen V. Wilson wrote in a 
60-page opinion. 

“The court cannot uphold school dis- 
cipline of student speech simply because 
young persons are unpredictable or im- 


mature, or because, in general, teenagers 
are emotionally fragile and may often fight 
over hurtful comments,” he wrote. 

Schools’ ability to limit student speech is 
an age-old issue that has been repeatedly 
tried and tested in the courts, from arm- 
bands protesting the Vietnam war to ban- 
ners promoting marijuana use. But with 
teens’ social lives moving increasingly to 
cyberspace, where what previously might 
have been a private bickering is repro- 
duced, publicized and documented for all to 
see, school officials find themselves on un- 
familiar grounds in dealing with e-mails, 
instant messages, profile pages, videos and 
the like that may result in hurt feelings or 
something more serious. 

Free speech advocates said the notoriety 
of recent highly publicized cases, such as 
the Missouri girl who committed suicide 
after a mean-spirited MySpace message, 
have led to schools overreacting and exces- 
sively cracking down on student expression 
when it comes to the Internet. 

“Tt’s better have a lawsuit and lose some 
money than have a situation where a stu- 
dent commits suicide,” said Eugene Volokh, 
a First Amendment expert and law profes- 
sor at the University of California, Los An- 
geles, who has criticized a bill in Congress 
that would make cyberbullying punishable 
by as long as two years in prison. 

“People don’t appreciate how much the 
First Amendment protects not only political 
and ideological speech, but also personal 
nastiness and chatter. ... If all cruel teas- 
ing led to suicide, the human race would be 
extinct.” 

The murkiness of this area of law and ed- 
ucational policy has led to legal challenges 
across the country over school officials’ re- 
striction or discipline of student speech. 

Attorneys and experts said court deci- 
sions have been “all over the map” on such 


cases, offering little clarity to confused 
school administrators. The U.S. Supreme 
Court has yet to take up a case involving 
student speech online; the governing deci- 
sion is from the 1969 Tinker v. Des Moines 
School District case, which held that stu- 
dent speech could not be limited unless it 
causes substantial disruption on campus. 

“We’re in a rapidly evolving area of law 
with relatively few guidelines and remark- 
ably little that has been charted,” said Rob- 
ert O’Neil, director of the Virginia-based 
Thomas Jefferson Center for the Protec- 
tion of Free Expression. 

O’Neil said when a true threat is made, 
and when the speech is made using school 
computers, schools have a clear author- 
ity to regulate their students’ speech. But 
when something falls in the gray area be- 
tween an expressed threat and benign teas- 
ing, and students are accessing the Internet 
outside the school’s walls, administrators 
are faced with a tricky calculus. 

In Pennsylvania, astudent sued his school 
district after he was suspended for 10 days 
and placed in an alternative education pro- 
gram for creating what he claimed was a 
parody MySpace profile of the school prin- 
cipal. On the Web site, the student referred 
to the principal as a “big steroid freak,” and 
a “big whore,” among other things. 

District Court Judge Terrence McVerry 
found that even though the profile was un- 
questionably “lewd, profane and sexually 
inappropriate,” the school did not have the 
right to restrict the student’s speech be- 
cause school officials were not able to es- 
tablish that the profile caused enough of a 
disruption on campus. 

Witold Walczak, an American Civil Lib- 
erties Union attorney who argued the case, 
said censoring is often the “easy way out” 
for schools that want to be able to say they 
did something about the situation rather 


than stand by and watch. 

The school district has appealed the deci- 
sion to the Third Circuit Court of Appeals, 
where a decision is pending. 

In Florida, the ACLU sued a principal on 
behalf of a student who was suspended and 
removed from her honors class for cyber- 
bullying. Katie Evans had created a Face- 
book page criticizing an English teacher 
as “the worst teacher I’ve ever met” and 
invited others to express their “feelings of 
hatred.” 

Her attorney, Matthew Bavaro, said the 
reach of the Web was irrelevant to whether 
a student is allowed to express themselves 
freely. 

“The audience, whether it’s one person 
or 1 billion people, doesn’t change that 
Katie still had a First Amendment right,” 
Bavaro said. 

In the Beverly Hills case, the student 
argued in her lawsuit that her speech was 
entirely off campus and off-limits for the 
school administrators to regulate. The 
video, in which a group of friends is chat- 
ting at a restaurant, could not even be 
viewed at school, her attorney contended. 

Judge Wilson ruled the chatter in the 
video did not rise to a level that it would 
cause enough disruption at the school war- 
rant the discipline. 

“The fear that students would ‘gossip’ 
or ‘pass notes’ in class simply does not rise 
to the level of a substantial disruption,” he 
wrote. 

The plaintiff’s attorney, Evan Cohen, who 
is also the student’s father, said the case 
highlighted the school district’s failure to 
realize the limits of their authority. 

“Yeah, sure, they can fall back on cyber- 
bullying, but when you actually ask them 
questions and dig down deep into their un- 
derstanding, they think it’s OK for them to 
be a super-parent,” he said. 
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Mortgage rates trending 
upward in recent weeks

WASHINGTON — After hitting 
an all-time low in early Decem- 
ber, the average rate on a 30-year, 
fixed-rate mortgage rose to 5.05 
percent last week and could climb 
to 6 percent by the end of 2010, 
if not sooner, according to giant 
mortgage financier Freddie Mac. 

The results are noteworthy be- 
cause rates have not topped 5 per- 
cent since the last week of October, 
when they reached 5.03 percent, 
based on the results of this closely 
watched survey, which polls lend- 
ers during the first three days of 
every week. 

Many firms regularly track 
interest rates and come up with 
slightly different numbers _ be- 
cause they survey different lend- 
ers at different times of the day or 
week. But several have reported 
the upward trend in recent weeks. 
They attribute it in part to the ef- 
fects of the holiday season, when 
demand for buying and refinanc- 
ing homes dies down and financial 
markets coast through the end of 
the year. 

“However, this is also a glimpse 
of what we’re going to see in 2010,” 
said Greg McBride, a senior fi- 
nancial analyst at Bankrate.com, 
a personal finance Web site. 

The key catalyst for interest 
rates going forward will be the 
end of a Federal Reserve pro- 
gram that buys a sizable chunk 
of mortgage-backed securities is- 
sued by firms such as Fannie Mae 
and Freddie Mac. That program 
succeeded in immediately push- 
ing mortgage rates well below the 
6 percent mark when it was an- 
nounced last year. 

But the Fed has committed to 
winding down the program by

March. The central bank is bet- 
ting that by gradually tapering 
its purchases, private buyers of 
mortgage-backed securities, who 
have largely been absent from 
the market, will return and rates 
won't rise much. 

But Amy Crews Cutts, deputy 
chief economist at Freddie Mac, 
said interest rates are bound to 
rise to 6 percent by the end of 
2010 because private buyers will 
demand a higher rate of return on 
the securities than the Fed did. 
Lenders may have to raise the 
rates they charge to consumers in 
order to make that happen. 

“Extraordinary resources have 
been put into keeping the rates 
down and supporting the mortgage 
markets and it’s hard to imagine 
that the rates can go much lower 
than they are,” Crews Cutts said. 
“Anything we get at or below 5 per- 
cent is a gift at this point.” 

Last week’s Freddie Mac sur- 
vey found that the 5.05 percent av- 
erage on 30-year fixed-rate loans 
(with an average 0.7 point) was 
up from 4.94 percent the previous 
week but down from 5.14 percent 
at the same time last year. 

Anyone who can secure a loan 
should not wait much longer, es- 
pecially if they are looking to 
refinance, McBride said. Hom- 
eowners are more Sensitive to in- 
terest rates when they refinance 
than when they buy a home. 

“The difference between 5 per- 
cent and 5.5 percent could mean 
the difference between refinanc- 
ing or not,” he said. 

But the interest rate is less crit- 
ical to people who want to buy a 
home, McBride said. 

The general rule of thumb is 
that your monthly mortgage pay- 
ment (property taxes and insur- 
ance included) should not exceed 
28 percent of gross pay. All your 
loans combined — mortgage, car, 
credit card, student debt — should 
not exceed 36 percent.

I applaud the writer of “Clean USO shows 
preferred” (letter, Dec. 28), regarding the 
foul entertainment that often has to be en- 
dured among servicemembers. 

Unfortunately, I suspect he will get a lot 
of negative comments about his sugges- 
tion that entertainers and soldiers clean up 
their acts. I have had to endure pressure to 
tolerate foul and embarrassing language 
among servicemembers. On a plane ride 
over here, I had to publicly announce that 
there will be no more foul language and 
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crude talk, because I was embarrassed 
that our civilian crew would have to endure 
the kind of language and foul talk [heard] 
on the bus ride to the airport. Unfortu- 
nately again, when a suggestion is made to 
clean it up, I usually hear comments like, 
“What do you expect, this is the Army” 
and, “They won’t mind, they know we are 
in the Army.” 

I work in the corrections industry in 
my civilian job. I endure far less exposure 
to the constant barrage of foul language 
among that crowd. I have approximately 
18 years of military service and I have had 
two breaks of service during those years. I 
moved forward with those breaks in service 
in part because I frequently grow weary of 
the offensive environment I am typically 
expected to endure. When it is pointed out, 
I get shrugged shoulders and looks of inno- 
cence like nothing is really wrong.

Seize opportunity to reduce smoking 


Philadelphia Inquirer editorial 


he nation’s battle against smoking 

and its many health-related perils 

has had more ups and downs than 

a patient’s fever chart: Tobacco 
revenues go up, but government spending 
on anti-smoking programs declines, as 
smoking rates creep up. 

The challenge is to drive those numbers 
in the right direction to improve public 
health. 

But on the heels of the first reported in- 
crease in smoking in a decade — driven 
mostly by younger smokers — comes a 
study documenting that states see the ben- 
efits of anti-smoking programs and are 
trying to maintain funding. 

Pennsylvania unfortunately was singled 
out as one of the states making large cuts 
last year in anti-smoking efforts amid the 
budget crisis, according to the study, done 
for the American Heart Association and 
other health advocacy groups. 

That’s the wrong path to take on such a 
key public-health issue, especially at a time 
of record revenues from tobacco taxes and 
continuing payouts from the 1998 tobacco 
settlement. Moreover, the growing number 
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of states with indoor smoking bans pro- 
vides a golden opportunity to piggyback 
anti-smoking efforts so that more people 
quit. 

Just under 21 percent of all adults smoke, 
representing about 46 million people. 
That’s up from nearly 20 percent in 2007. 

So it’s at least good news that one New 
England state serving as a testing ground 
for the near-universal health care being 
debated in Congress is documenting re- 
markable success in cutting smoking by its 
poorest residents. By providing low-cost 
smoking-cessation treatments to Medicaid 
recipients, Massachusetts health officials 
cut smoking rates in this population by 
more than 25 percent. 

The steep drop from 38 percent of poor 
Massachusetts residents smoking to about 
28 percent last year — representing 30,000 
fewer smokers — is impressive proof that 
concerted anti-smoking efforts can have a 
big payoff. 

A few states offer Medicaid recipients 
stop-smoking benefits; good to see Penn- 
sylvania among them. But so far only 
Massachusetts officials report such an im- 
pressive drop in smoking among Medicaid 
recipients. 








The state offers low-income smokers up 
to six months of counseling and access to 
smoking-cessation medications. That sort 
of aggressive approach may account for 
their success. 

Among smokers in general, their ces- 
sation efforts frequently fail the first few 
times. As the old joke goes, quitting must 
be easy since so many smokers have done 
it over and over again. 

With more teens and young adults acquir- 
ing the deadly habit every year — in large 
part, due to the industry’s $12.5 billion 
annual ad budget — the price of slacking 
off on anti-smoking efforts is steep. Some 
440,000 Americans die annually from 
smoking-related illnesses, a toll in human 
suffering as well as a drag on the nation’s 
economic prospects with associated health 
care costs and lost productivity. 

As Congress looks for ways to tame 
health costs, it would be wise to include 
new Medicaid coverage for anti-smoking 
efforts. Meanwhile, state health officials 
would be smart to replicate the Massachu- 
setts effort by extending stop-smoking ini- 
tiatives to as many citizens as possible.

he case of the alleged 

Christmas bomber, Umar 

Farouk Abdulmutallab, 

is being called a massive 
intelligence failure. And the evi- 
dence thus far does suggest a pos- 
sible lapse in the government’s 
management of terrorist watch 
lists. 

But if so, the blame doesn’t lie 
wholly with government agencies 
charged with maintaining the 
lists. Some share of responsibility 
lies with civil libertarian extrem- 
ists who have ceaselessly lam- 
basted the entire no-fly system. 

Maintaining a terrorist watch 
list is a highly complex task. The 
problem includes not only assem- 
bling a list of potential suspects 
but distributing the information 
on the list to visa offices, border 
checkpoints, cargo facilities and 
the like in a timely fashion. The 
correct spelling of foreign names, 
with all the variants arising from 
translation, is in itself a highly 
complicated endeavor. Criteria for 
inclusion of a subject on a watch 
list must be established. And then 
there is the difficulty of training 
agents, many of them with little 
understanding of the nuances of 
places such as Yemen and Nige- 
ria, to operate the system. 

News reports suggest that Ab- 
dulmutallab’s name was added to 
a government list of people with 
suspected ties to terrorism in No- 
vember, after his father warned 


the American Embassy in Lagos, 
Nigeria, that he had embraced Is- 
lamic extremism. 

Abdulmutallab was not, how- 
ever, on the far shorter no-fly list 
maintained by the FBI, which is 
why he was able to board without 
apparent problem the Northwest 
Airlines flight bound for Detroit. 
According to testimony before 
a Senate committee in early De- 
cember by Timothy J. Healy, 
director of the FBI’s Terrorist 
Screening Center, the consolidat- 
ed watch list maintained by the 
FBI currently consists of about 
400,000 names. But of these, only 
about 3,400 have been placed on 
the no-fly list. In other words, 
about 396,600 individuals who 
have a suspected link to terror- 
ism are permitted to fly. 

A Justice Department audit 
last spring found numerous flaws 
in the terrorist watch system. As 
new information flows into the 
FBI, it is required to update the 
lists. Yet according to the audit, 
in 67 percent of the cases it sam- 
pled, “the FBI case agent primar- 
ily assigned to the case failed to 
modify the watch list record when 
new identifying information was 
obtained during the course of the 
investigation, as required by FBI 
policy.” 

The inevitable complexity of 
the watch list process guaran- 
tees significant errors. On one 
side lies the problem of innocent 
people finding themselves on the 


list. ... On the other side lies the 
problem of alleged terrorists like 
Abdulmutallab being allowed to 
fly. 

Reducing both types of errors 
is obviously highly desirable. 
But given the nature of the dan- 
gers that the lists are designed to 
avert, a reasonable policy would 
tilt toward over-inclusiveness. 

And here is where the politi- 
cal context becomes critical. The 
Bush administration was _ sub- 
jected to withering criticism for 
the way it managed the no-fly 
list. The American Civil Liber- 
ties Union put the system on its 
own list of the “Top Ten Abuses 
of Power Since 9/11,” asserting 
that “the uncontroversial conten- 
tion that Osama bin Laden and a 
handful of other known terrorists 
should not be allowed on an air- 
craft” has been exploited “to cre- 
ate a monster.” In one of several 
lawsuits the group has filed in- 
volving terrorist lists, the ACLU 
alleged that they “violate airline 
passengers’ constitutional right 
to freedom from unreasonable 
search and seizure and to due 
process of law.” 

Vermont Democrat Patrick 
Leahy, chairman of the Senate 
Judiciary Committee, has been 
one among a chorus of voices that 
accused the former administra- 
tion of being far too sweeping, 
placing “infants, nuns and even 
members of Congress” on terror- 
ist watch lists. The writer Naomi 
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Wolf has called travel restrictions 
such as the no-fly list “a classic 
part of the fascist playbook” akin 
to the depredations of Nazi Ger- 
many, where “families fleeing 
internment were traumatized by 
the uncertainties that they knew 
they faced at the borders.” This 
was hysteria directed against 
Bush counterterrorism mecha- 
nisms that the Obama adminis- 
tration has left almost entirely 
unchanged. ... 

We will never know whether 
fierce criticism from the left had 
any direct effect on the process- 
ing of Abdulmutallab’s file, but 
the political environment is im- 
portant to consider going forward. 
The officials managing the watch 
lists are not eager to be hauled 
before a congressional committee 
if they blunder and bar innocent 


people from getting on flights. 
But they are also acutely aware 
of the potential price tag of being 
under-inclusive. 

The problem with over-inclu- 
siveness is that innocent people 
will suffer major inconvenience 
and that counterterrorism re- 
sources are wasted. But if the 
lists are under-inclusive, innocent 
people can die, and in large num- 
bers. If asked to choose between 
over- and under-inclusiveness on 
the watch lists, the passengers of 
Northwest Flight 253 no doubt 
would have their preference.

An admiral who found the center in a time of war

his was another year of the vanish- 

ing center in America. Despite the 

election of a president who prom- 

ised to govern across party and 
racial lines, partisan division seemed to 
engulf nearly every important institution 
and topic — with one notable exception, 
and that was the U.S. military. 

So at year’s end, I want to examine the 
person who came to symbolize the mili- 
tary’s apolitical unity, Adm. Mike Mullen, 
the chairman of the Joint Chiefs of Staff. 
A year from now, I’d love to be able to say 
there are more Mullens in our national life 
and fewer Rush Limbaughs. 

Mullen managed the military’s transition 
from George W. Bush to Barack Obama, 
from surging in Iraq to withdrawing U.S. 
troops. He worked with the new president 
while Obama painstakingly made the deci- 
sion to escalate in Afghanistan. Through it 
all, Mullen managed to remain out of the 
limelight most of the time, which is where 
a military leader ought to be. 

Mullen isn’t a flashy operator. He botches 
his syntax, and he doesn’t always finish his 
sentences. A friend of Mullen’s likens him 
to the actor Walter Matthau — a big man 
with a meaty face; fit, but slightly rumpled; 
at once wry and grandfatherly. ... 

Mullen made his way up in one of the 
unglamorous parts of the Navy — the de- 
stroyer fleet’s engineering branch. His 
nickname back then was “Midnight Mike,” 
because he worked so hard. His father 
had been a Hollywood publicist, handling 
the likes of Ann-Margret, which probably 
helped the young officer cope with the big 
egos of Navy commanders. 

Mullen got the chairman’s job because 
he had developed a reputation as an unself- 
ish leader — something that isn’t always 





true in a Pentagon where each service 
struggles to protect its turf. When Mullen 
was chief of naval operations in 2007, a top 
aide to Defense Secretary Bob Gates asked 
Mullen what worried him most. His gener- 
ous answer — “the U.S. Army” — is said to 
have convinced Gates that he was the right 
person for the chairman’s job. 

Mullen knew there would be a presiden- 
tial turnover during his watch as chair- 
man, and he began preparing for it early. 
He wrote an article in July 2008, when 
some soldiers were nervous about having 
a Democrat in the White House, stressing 
that “the U.S. military must remain apo- 
litical at all times and in all ways.” Advis- 
ing the new president on the Afghanistan 
war has been the trickiest part of Mullen’s 
job. An early challenge was replacing Gen. 
David McKiernan as commander. When 
McKiernan didn’t answer an important 


question during a video briefing for Gates, 
the chairman advised his boss: “I don’t 
think we have the right guy there.” Gates 
concurred, and Mullen recommended Gen. 
Stanley McChrystal as a replacement. 

During the long White House review of 
Afghan policy, Mullen had the delicate task 
of advising, but not pushing, the president. 
In congressional testimony in September, 
he expressed his personal view that more 
troops were needed — for which he was re- 
buked by Rahm Emanuel. Mullen kept his 
head down after that. 

The Afghanistan decision tested the 
civilian-military balance. Some liberals 
worry that Mullen and the generals co- 
opted the president; conservatives argue 
that Mullen unwisely endorsed the pres- 
ident’s July 2011 withdrawal timetable. 
But the decision achieved that rare Wash- 
ington moment of a consensus both sides 


could live with. 

Mullen has his critics: Some argue that 
he has been too much the “good cop” with 
the Pakistani military, leaving other ad- 
ministration officials to prod them for 
more help against al-Qaida. And his prob- 
lem-solving temperament will be tested 
next year by Iran. Mullen very much wants 
to avoid another war in the region, but he 
told commanders last week: “Should the 
president call for military options, we must 
have them ready.” Meeting with troops 
this month in Afghanistan, Mullen offered 
some advice that revealed a lot about his 
own leadership style — modeled on his 
hero, Gen. George C. Marshall. “Lead qui- 
etly,” he told them, “lead listening.” That’s 
a sentiment that wasn’t heard often enough 
in 2009 in a noisy Washington.

Mercury pollution from 
coal plants increasing 


CHICAGO — Mercury pol- 

lution from coal-fired power 
plants is increasing in Illinois — 
despite a decline in such pollution 
nationwide. 

That’s according to a Chicago 
Tribune analysis of newly released 
federal data on industrial pollution. 
The analysis found that the amount 
of mercury blown into the air by 
Illinois’ coal plants increased by 7 
percent last year. Mercury emis- 
sions from all U.S. power plants 
declined by 4 percent. 


Low state truck 
fees draw scrutiny 


FORT WORTH — A top 

state transportation offi- 
Cial says it’s not fair for truck own- 
ers to pay lower state registration 
fees. State Rep. Joe Pickett, D-El 
Paso, wants to overhaul the sched- 
ule of registration fees that charg- 
es truck owners about $4 less than 
car owners. 

Lawmakers this year took steps 
to make fees for most vehicles a 
flat $50.75 a year, but the chang- 
es don’t take effect until Sept. 1, 
2011.

said there was a single $128.6 mil- 
lion winning Powerball ticket sold 
in Georgetown, 65 miles east of

with a Powerball of 30. 

Kentucky Lottery spokesman 
Chip Polston said prior to this 
jackpot, the largest jackpot won 
in Kentucky was $89.3 million in 
January 1996.

him, and snatched an easy 29-15 victory as 
Manning fumed on the sidelines. 

And just like that, the Colts’ opportunity 
to achieve a perfect 19-0 season was gone. 
The Colts had a rare chance to be a forever 
team, one that would have been remem- 
bered and saluted through history. But by 
going to the bullpen for Painter, Caldwell 
basically forfeited the opportunity. 

It was a strange time for an intervention. 
Even when trying to take Caldwell’s con- 
cerns into consideration, I can’t imagine 
why a quality leader would intentionally 
choose to break his team’s winning streak. 

This wasn’t all up to Caldwell; clearly the 
coach was following an organizational pol- 
icy. Caldwell’s predecessor, Tony Dungy, 
used the same protective strategy with 
Manning. And Indianapolis team president 
and GM Bill Polian strongly endorses the 
extra security measures. Polian remem- 
bers how the Colts lost valuable linebacker 
Cornelius Bennett to a hand injury in the 
final regular-season game in 1999, only to 
see his defense bowled over by Tennessee 
running back Eddie George in a divisional-

make a decision you have to live with it,” he 
said. “Certainly you weigh all the options 
before. You take a look at all the things that 
could occur, but once that decision is done 
you just keep moving.” 

Indy fans aren’t ready to move on just 
yet. 

After celebrating record after record 
during an unprecedented 23-game win- 
ning streak and feeling like they had a 
personal stake in the pursuit of perfection, 
they showered Lucas Oil Stadium with 
boos over the final 20 minutes Sunday. Pro 
Bowl receiver Reggie Wayne joked to a 
local television station that Indy might be 
the first 14-1 team to get booed at home. 

In time, fans will likely calm down, and 
if the Colts win the Super Bowl, all will be 
forgiven. 

“Ultimately, what matters the most is 
what happens in the postseason,” Denver 
Broncos coach Josh McDaniels said. “So, 
I think their season is going to be deter- 
mined by what they do once the playoffs 
start, not what happened yesterday.” 

The controversy has stoked passions 
among Indy sports fans and on the national 
stage unlike anything this community has 
seen since the firing of Bob Knight in 2000 
or The Brawl in Detroit in 2004. 

Yes, everybody has an opinion, but the 
only ones that really matter are voiced 
in the locker room — and they support 
Caldwell. 

“You get people who think you should 
have gone for it and people who think we 


round upset. 

After Sunday’s game, Caldwell and Po- 
lian each made it clear that winning the 
Super Bowl is the only priority.

Question: If the Colts had so much fear 
of Manning being victimized by a hard hit, 
or hard luck, or both, then why did he even 
start Sunday? He was exposed to risk. But 
the Colts did an excellent job of keeping 
the Jets away; Manning was hit one time 
Sunday (no sacks). In setting up to throw 
563 passes this season, Manning has been 
sacked only 10 times. 

But even if you wanted to give Caldwell

did a disservice to the NFL by not playing 
our guys,” said left tackle Charlie Johnson, 
who was deactivated for Sunday’s game be- 
cause of a foot injury. “But I think you have 
to look at the decisions coach Caldwell has 
made up to this point and trust him.” 

The decision also could have ramifica- 
tions on the playoff race. 

The Jets now have control, thanks to 
Sunday’s victory, and teams such as Pitts- 
burgh or Houston could end up missing 
the playoffs because the Colts rested key 
players. 

“Obviously I would have loved to have 
seen them win that game,” Houston coach 
Gary Kubiak said. “But for us it really 
doesn’t matter. We have to worry about 
taking care of our business. ... They’ve got 
to do what they think they got to do. But 
we’ve got to worry about ourselves.” 

Caldwell and team president Bill Polian, 
the architect of the Colts, insist they did 
what was best for the team. Their goal, Po- 
lian and Caldwell continue to insist, is to 
win the Super Bowl — not go 16-0. And the 
best way to accomplish that, they believe, 
is to be healthy. 

So they sat the starters for the final 20 
minutes, allowing the Jets to rally for a 29- 
15 victory. They’re likely to sit even longer 
this weekend in Buffalo. 

“The perfect season was never an issue 
with us,” Polian said after the game. “We’ve 
said it time and time and time again. It’s 
somebody else’s issue, but not ours. That 
was of no concern. Football logic has to 
come into play, and that logic is it makes no 


and Polian the benefit of the doubt, there’s 
a sizable hole in their rationale: The Colts 
didn’t hesitate to put Manning in a position 
of potential peril while completing routs of 
overmatched opponents this season. 

On Sept. 27, when the Colts beat Ari- 
zona, 31-10, Manning completed a pass 
for 17 yards (on fourth down, no less) just 
before the two-minute warning. On Oct. 4, 
Manning was still firing passes late in the 
fourth quarter with the Colts up on Seattle 
by 31 points. The Colts were ahead by 22 
points at Tennessee on Oct. 11 when Man- 
ning attempted three consecutive passes 
with fewer than six minutes remaining. 
And on Oct. 25 at the Edward Jones Dome, 
Manning went the distance — even throw- 
ing a TD pass with 3:42 remaining — as 
the Colts bullied the Rams 42-6. 

I’m confused. Was a fluke injury not pos- 
sible in those lopsided contests? 

Why change now? There is nothing in the 
Colts’ recent history that suggests — much 
less confirms — that the safety-first policy 
leads to postseason success. 

Dungy rested key players in the final 
two games of the 2005 regular season, only 
to have the Colts bumped off by Pittsburgh

Fans didn’t buy Polian’s contention. 

Callers to radio shows repeatedly ques- 
tioned Indy’s tack.

One talk show host read an e-mail on the 
air that said the Colts didn’t lose Sunday’s 
game, they forfeited it, and many brought 
up the Colts’ previous postseason failures.

The other 
time, the Colts won the Super Bowl. 

It’s a tricky question. 

Oakland defensive lineman Richard 
Seymour, who played on the New England 
Patriots team that went undefeated in the 
2007 regular season, and Tennessee Titans 
coach Jeff Fisher, who had the last team to 
lose a game in 2008, believe organizations 
have to make the decision that is best for 
them, even though Fisher said he would 
play his starters if he were 14-0. 

So will Caldwell’s decision be worth it? 
Maybe. 

“T think everybody really had the sense 
that if they played their players they would 
win the next two games. They didn’t,” 
Fisher said. “But I think we have to wait 
and see and then go back and ask yourself 
that question. Just wait and see what hap- 
pens in the playoffs.”

Vikings concerned after defeat 


Loss to Bears is NFC North champions’ third in four games

CHICAGO — Brett Favre is- 
sued a warning, Jared Allen 
wanted to curse and Adrian Pe- 
terson simply felt ill. 

The Minnesota Vikings lost 
again Monday night, beaten by 
the Chicago Bears 36-30 when 
Jay Cutler tossed a 39-yard strike 
to Devin Aromashodu in over- 
time. It was the Vikings’ third 
loss in four games and gave the 
New Orleans Saints homefield 
advantage throughout the NFC 
playoffs. 

“Each man on this team needs 
to go home and look at himself in 
the mirror and figure out what we 
want to be this year,” Allen said 
afterward, “an 11-5 team or a 12- 
4 team that makes noise in the 
playoffs.” 

The Vikings looked like Super 
Bowl contenders just a few weeks 
ago, but now even Favre is ex-

pressing concern about the team 
as it heads into the playoffs. 

“We have to play better than we 
did the last few weeks or we’ll be 
home fairly quickly,” Favre said. 
“T’m just being honest as I can 
be.” 

Playing for the first time since 
the sideline spat between the 
star quarterback and coach Brad 
Childress, the Vikings’ late rally 
wasn’t enough. 

After Favre’s stunning fourth- 
down pass to leaping Sidney Rice 
in the end zone with 16 seconds 
left in regulation, Cutler threw 
the winner with just over 9 min- 
utes left in overtime to prevent 
the Vikings (11-4) from locking 
up a first-round playoff bye. 

Nick Roach recovered a fumble 
by Adrian Peterson following a 
catch, setting up Cutler’s fourth 
touchdown pass of the game. 

Chicago’s Robbie Gould had a 
chance to win it on the first pos- 
session of overtime but missed a 


45-yard field goal attempt. 

The Bears (6-9) pulled it out a 
few minutes later, though, after 
Hunter Hillenmeyer knocked the 
ball away from Peterson. Cut- 
ler found Aromashodu, who had 
beaten Antoine Winfield, and the 
Bears won for just the third time 
in 11 games. 

“It’s good for the team, it’s 
good for the morale of going out 
there and putting up points and 
answering the bell, especially in 
the fourth quarter and overtime 
when you have to do it,” Cutler 
said. 

Favre has never led a team to a 
victory after trailing by 17 points 
or more, falling to 0-43. The Bears 
were up 23-6 in the third quarter 
and the Vikings were able to tie 
it twice. 

Minnesota can lock up a bye 
with a victory over the New York 
Giants (8-7) next week and loss or 
tie by Philadelphia (11-4), or with 
a tie and an Eagles loss. 
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“We have to play better than we 
did the last few weeks of we'll 
be home (from the playoffs) 
fairly quickly,” said Minnesota 
Vikings quarterback Brett Favre, 
who was 26-for-40 for 321 
yards and two TDs on Monday.

Colts’ call sparks great debate 


Coach, GM stand 
by their strategy 
in face of criticism

INDIANAPOLIS — Indianapolis Colts coach 
Jim Caldwell will not second-guess the decision 
to rest his starters Sunday. 

He’ll let everybody else do it for him. 

One day after Indianapolis pulled the plug on 
its perfect season by sitting Peyton Manning and 
others with 5:36 left in the third quarter of a 15-10 
game, the great debate raged in Indianapolis. 

NFL purists expressed disappointment that the 
Colts sidestepped a shot at perfection.

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History shows rest 
hasn't helped in past

I’m trying to understand Indianapolis Colts 
coach Jim Caldwell. Really, I am. And on the 
surface, I really do see his reasoning for yanking 
quarterback Peyton Manning in the third quar- 
ter of Sunday’s game against the New York Jets. 

If Manning goes down with an injury and is lost 
for the postseason, the Colts are toast. I get that. 
And considering that the only thing standing 
between Manning and a disaster scenario is an 
overwhelmed rookie backup quarterback named 
Curtis Painter, I wouldn’t blame the Colts for 
seeking Secret Service protection for Manning.
